Pakistan; 80 Per Cent Homeless 


DACCA. East Pakistan (AP)— 
Winds of more than 150 miles an 
hour and a tremendous tidal wave 
have killed more than 3,000 people 
along the coast of East Pakistan. 
Approximately 80 per cent of the 
surviving population in the area 
was left homeless by destruction 
of 30,000 homes. 
The storm struck last Monday, 
doing most of- its damage to six 
small offshore islands in the Bay 
of Bengal They, like most of the 
rest of East Pakistan, are ex­ 
tremely primitive. 
MAY BE HIGHER 
Communications with the out­ 
side world were cut. Not until 
Sunday, 
when 
government 
of­ 
ficials produced their report after 
an on-the-spot investigation, was 
the estimate of the dead made. 
It is feared that the correct figure 
may turn out to be higher 
Hundreds af bodies w ert be­ 


lieved washed out to sea when the 
tidal wave receded. A complete 
total (rf those killed may never 
be possible. 
Such killer storms are common 
in this part of the world. Nearly 
500 persons were killed in the 
same area by one in the fall of 
1958. 
CALLED CYCLONES

Miss M argaret M. McMillan, 
84, who had been active in many 
public social services in Adams 
County, died Sunday morning at 
8:30 o'clock at the Pape Conva­ 
lescent Home, Gettysburg R. D.t 
where she had been a patient for 
the last four months. 
A daughter of the late Oscar D. 
and M. Annie (Holtzman) Mc­ 
Millan, she was born in Gettys­ 
burg in the McMillan House on 
Confederate Ave. where her fam­ 
ily had resided during the Civil 
War. 
Miss McMillan began her ca­ 
reer of service to the community 
in 1897 when she was 21. She was 
a member of the Loyal Temper­ 
ance Legion, a group of young 
people sponsored by the WCTU 
Since she had had a course in 
elocution in Philadelphia, she was 
elected to give a course in physi­ 
cal culture to young women. She 
used dumbbells and Indian clubs 
and the local group developed in­ 
to a drill team which gave an 
exhibition at the state convention. 
She also served as states corre­ 
sponding secretary for the Tem­ 
perance Legion for a number of 
years. 
ATTENDED COLLEGE 
She took a course in kindergar­ 
ten teaching at Washington under 
the sponsorship of the Methodist 
Church 
and 
then 
spent 
seven 
years 
in 
Philadelphia 
at 
the 
Methodist Deaconess home teach­ 
ing kindergarten in the morning, 
doing neighborhood visiting in the 
afternoon, her first case work ex­ 
perience, 
and 
teaching 
night 
classes. 
Because of her father’s Illness 
she returned to Gettysburg and 
attended Gettysburg College. She 
left school because of the increas­ 
ing illness of her father. 
When the Army established a 
camp here in 1917 and two sol­ 
diers asked for a center to pro­ 
vide entertainm ent, she helped 
establish a recreation center at 
the local Methodist Church and 
served as a volunteer. 
SERVED WITH RC 
The Red Cross sent a field di­ 
rector here in 1918 when Camp 
Colt was established. By Janu­ 
ary, 1919, the work had decreased 
to the point that a full-time man 
was no longer needed and Miss 
McMillan was asked to take over 
the office 
afternoons 
with the 
promise that “the work will be 
finished by April.” Shortly there­ 
after the “flu” epidemic struck 
and the Red Cross service reached 
a new high. Thus began Miss Mc­ 
Millan’s career 
with 
the 
Red 
Cross 
which 
was 
to 
continue 
throughout most of her life. 
She became interested in crip­ 
pled children's work when Dr. C. 
G. Crist, 
present coroner and 
county medical director, was con­ 
ducting a tuberculosis clinic in 
tile courthouse in a room that is 
now the vault in the clerk of 
court's office. A child was suf­ 
fering gfrom tuberculosis of the 
hip. Dr. Crist knew Miss McMil­ 
lan had known welfare workers 
in Philadelphia and he asked her 
to see if she could arrange for 
the child, Martha Gordon, to be 
given specialized care there. It 
took two years but the child was 
finally operated on at Presbyte­ 
rian Hospital in Philadelphia, 
EXPAND RC SERVICE 
Since the county had no other 
agencies, the Adams County Red 
Cross was given permission to 
engage in any tyjie of service 
needed and Miss McMillan be­ 
came the pioneer in that effort. 
Gettysburg had had two polio 
epidemics, in 1907 and 1916. Miss 
Martha McMillan, a niece of Miss

Mobutu, Tshombe Reach 
Political Truce In Congo 


LEOPOLDVILLE, 
the 
Congo 
<AP)—Col. Ja^eph Mobutu, mili­ 
tary boss of the Congo, and Ka­ 
tanga President Moise Tshombe 
have reached a political truce in 
the dispute between the central 
government and the rich seces­ 
sionist province. 
Mobutu flew to Elizabethville, 
Katanga capital, Sunday for five 
hours of talks with the rebellious 
Tshombe. Both men called the 
talks friendly blk they failed to 
resolve basic differences. 
Tshombe broke with the Leo­ 
poldville regime and proclaimed 
Katanga independent only ll days 
after the Congo attained independ­ 
ence last June 3. 
WILL RESPECT RULE 
He told newsmen in Elisabeth- 
ville: “ We did not reach any deci­ 
sion on the future of the Congo. 
I mean I could hardly talk to 
Col. Mobutu about things like that. 
He is no? a politician. But we will 
respect Col. Mobutu s military ad­ 


ministration until the end of the 
year. Then some form of govern­ 
ment 
must 
be 
inaugurated 
in 
Leopoldville.” 
The Katanga leader said he was 
“ not yet prepared to attend a 
round table conference of Congo 
leaders with the position as it is 
today.” 
Mobutu today gave newsmen a 
considerably more optimistic ver­ 
sion 
of 
his 
conversation 
with 
Tshombe, saying he had the pro­ 
vincial president’s “ full su p p o rt- 
moral, economic and financial."

hombe hahd agreed to start paying 
taxes to the centra) government

She served as executive accre­ 
t a l of the Mother’s Assistance 
Board, in which she supervised 
and visited with IS “widows of 
good moral character and wor­ 
thy “ who were aided by $4,000 per 
year provided by the state and the 
county. This was the start of what 
is now the public assistance pro­ 
gram in the county. At that time 
the widows were supposed to re­ 
ceive $10 per month. When she 
found that there would be more 
money than needed, she received 
permission to raise the amount to 
$15 per month. 
FIRST PROBATION O FFIC ER 
She was the first probation of­ 
ficer in Adams County, appointed 
by Judge Donald P. McPherson 
at a salary of $50 per month. She 
served in that position until 1932.

’ From her other work she found 
there was a need for mental care 
ana in 1926 she arranged with the 
state Department of Welfare to 
set up the mental health clinic 
here. 
The mental health clinic to some 
extent was her favorite among 
charities, but the depression years 
forced her to abandon it because 
of her other work. During the 
depression she served at secre­ 
tary of the State Emergency Re­ 
lief Board and as Red Cross sec­ 
retary’.

During World War II as a Red 
Cross secretary she was respon­ 
sible for aid to hundreds of coun­ 
t s rvs. either by loans to service­ 
men and their families, by con­ 
tacts for parents to sons who 
forgot to write home, by arrang­ 
ing emergency leaves for men in 
service and

Miss McMillan was an active

Bullets 20-8, Scoring 
Twice In Last Quarter 


The shooting bullets of Coach 
Gene Haas’ Battlefielders had lit­ 
tle effect in bringing down the 
Lions of Albright College Satur­ 
day night in Reading as the host 
club racked up a pair of touch­ 
downs in the final period to take 
a 20-8 decision before 7,000 fans, 
largest in Albright history. 
The win marked the first vic­ 
tory for the Lions over the Bullets 
since 1953 and at the same time 
unbeaten Albright registered its 
eighth win in a row since last 
year. Gettysburg is now 1-3 on the 
season. 
Albright took an early lead, 
crossing the goal line at 5:50 of 
the first period. The Lions gained 
possession of the ball on their own 
32 following a 48-yard boot by 
Lance Butler. It took Coach John 
Potsklan's squad 13 plays to cover 
the 68-yard drive. Mike Varano 
earned for 17 yards and was on 
the receiving end of a 16-yard 
aerial 
from 
quarterback 
Gary 
Chapman which accounted for the 
two large gains during the drive 
Chapman climaxed the attack with 
an eight-yard run through center. 
Sophomore Jack DeLorenzo con­ 
verted on a placement. 
The rest of the first period and 
most of the second quarter was 
played in Gettysburg territory. 
The Bullets finally got a chance 
to move the ball, behind the ex 
cellent running of sophomore quar­ 
terback Jack Norwood, late in the 
first half. 
NORWOOD SCORES 
Gettysburg took over on its 16 
following a Lion punt out of 
bounds. Gettysburg used up 12 
plays to score its only TD of the 
evening. During the long 84-yard 
drive, Norwood swept left end for 
22 yards, later raced 15 behind 
a Bill Sarvis block and Ralph Big­ 
ger carried 13 yards, placing the 
ball on the home team’s two-yard 
line. Norwood bolted off the right 
side of the line for the score. The 
young quarterback then ran the 
two points with 35 seconds remain­ 
ing in the half. At intermission 
the Bullets held an 8-7 lead. 
The majority of the third quar­ 
ter was a tossup with the ball 
exchanging hands aeveral times. 
Bot he teams managed to pene­ 
trate the other side of the 50-yard 
line. As the frame came to a 
close, Gettysburg was in a fourth 
down and one to go situation on 
the opponent’s 33. Norwood went 
back to pass and was thrown for 
a six-yard loss and fumbled with 
Chapman recovering on his own 
39 A 16-yard pass from Chapman 
to Lynch and two running plays 
by Matto and Pitts and another 
Chapman aerial for 25 yards to 
Olivo put the ball on the Gettys­ 
burg 12-yard line at the end of 
period. 
Chapman picked up one yard. 
The sophomore quarterback then 
cut loose with an 11-yard pass 
straight over the center to Olivo 
in the end lone. Chapman at­ 
tempted a pass to Olivo for the 
two points, but it was broken up. 
Albright led 13-8 with 14:15 min­ 
utes remaining in the game. 
BULLETS SAG 
Gettysburg’s defense then began 
to sag and finally fell apart as the 
Lions began another tremendous 
drive. Rich Helbig uncorked a 52- 
yard quick kick, pushing Albright 
back to its own 14. Two off sides 
penalties against the Bullets and 
short ground and air plays re­ 
sulted in Albright’s final TD. Chap­ 
man climaxed the 86-yard drive 
with a four-yard pass into the end 
zone to end Claude Lynch. Again 
DeLorenzo split the uprights. 
Injuries to key personnel prior 
to the Albright encounter were 
quite evident as the inexperienced 
Sophomores and Juniors were un­ 
able to withstand a strong Lion 
passing attack not to mention the 
running of Milke Varano, Mike 
Matto, Tom Olivo and Al Pitts. 
Gettysburg will be out to break 
its two-game losing streak when 
it entertains the Mules of Muhlen­ 
berg on Memorial Field next Sat­ 
urday afternoon before an ex­ 
pected large homecoming crowd.

WASHINGTON (AP'-Democrat 
«4thn F. Kennedy apparently has 
pulled almost even with Republi­ 
can Richard M. Nixon as they 
soring toward the finish in their 
hectic race for the presidency. 
Birt a new Associated Press 
survey indicates that—with elec­ 
tion day only three weeks ahead— 
neither candidate has been able 
to grasp a clear advantage in I?

MAY GAIN EDGE 
This latest AP checkover of the 
political situation in all 50 states 
gave some evidence that Sen. 
Kennedy might be gaining an 
edge in some of the big doubtful 


states—like New York (45’, Penn­ 
sylvania (32), California '32', and 
Michigan (20». 
At the same time, some of the 
states in this group seemed to be 
tending toward 
Vice President 
Nixon—Minnesota (ll), Utah (4) 
and New Mexico (4). 
And in a number of states cred­ 
ited either to Kennedy or Nixon, 
it was possible the balance might 
tip the other way before voting 
time. 
SURVEY RESULTS 
The survey indicates; 
Nixon is ahead in 19 states with 
141 electoral votes. Kennedy is 
credited with the lead in 14 states 
with 129 electoral votes.

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Hollywood Is Losing Movie 
Industry To Foreign Lands 
Largely Because Of Taxes 


E ditors Note—Once there was 
a day when you could count on 
finding just about all of movie- 
land's brightest stars right here 
in little old Hollywood, living it 
up in lavish style. Nowadays a 
goodly percentage of the big flick­ 
er names shun the place for for­ 
eign shores. A startling percent­ 
age of the movies they toil in are 
made in other lands. They call it 
“runaway production,” and AP 
columnist Bob Thomas tells all 
about it in three articles, starting 
today.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Twinkle 
twinkle, movie star. 
Why do you live so afar? 
Hollywood is nice for sun. 


But taxes there are not much 
fun. 
That rhyme might be applied 
to a situation that is causing con­ 
cern and controversy in the film 
world. More and more movie pro­ 
duction by American companies 
is shifting to foreign countries. 
Hollywood labor has raised an 
outcry, but the effort is largely 
futile. 
BRIEF LOOK 
Take a look at the production 
schedule for major film compa­ 
nies last week. Of 24 films shoot­ 
ing. 13 were out of the country. 
Two were being filmed entirely on 
location elsewhere in the United 
States, six partly on location else­ 
where in the United States, six 
partly on location and partly in 


Hollywood. Only three were being 
made entirely in Hollywood. 
Contrast this with 20 years ago. 
when less than 5 per cent of 
Hollywood films were made on 
location. , 
The movie unions, hard hit by 
the move of production overseas, 
have tried to fight back w ith peso- 
ultions and threats of action. The 
cameram an’s union has decried 
the stars who establish residence 
overseas for a tax advantage 
HOLDEN A TARGET 
Principal target has been Wil­ 
liam Holden, a member of the 
growing film colony of Switzer­ 
land. 
The 
cameramen 
have 
threatened to picket 
his 
films 
made abroad. 
Holden has replied that he lives 
in Switzerland for a central loca­ 
tion to his worldwide film work 
and business enterprises. 
“ I’m not trying to beat taxes.” 
he told the AP’* Jim Bacon re­ 
cently. “ Hell, Im paying more 
taxes now than I ever have in 
my career.” He says he pays top- 
bracket income taxes in six coun­ 


tries.

By Firing Squad In Cuba

HAVANA (AP)—A Cuban firing 
squad Sunday executed two more 
Americans from the small inva­ 
sion 
force 
that 
Fidel 
Castro 
charged was part of a U.S. plot 
to provoke an incident at Guan­ 
tanamo Naval Base. 
The 
prime 
minister 
directly 
linked the 27-man expeditionary 
force that landed on Cuba’s north­ 
east coast Oct. 15 with mounting 
tension over the big naval base the 
United States holds on the island 
by treaty. 
Castro said on television that 
the small band intended to create 
the pretext for U.S. intervention 
in Cuba by trying to form a 
“zone of operations and zone of 
perturbation’* near the base. 
WANTED AN INCIDENT 
The 
United 
States 
formally 
charged before the United Nations 
last Friday that Castro himself 
appeared bent on provoking an 
incident over the base. 
Firing squad bullets just before 
dawn cut down a Louisiana ad­ 
venturer and a former U.S. Ma­ 
rine seeking to avenge the Castro 
government’s seizure of his fa­ 
ther’s Cuban plantation. 
ANOTHER AMERICAN 
The two Americans were: Allan 
Dale Thompson, 36, a native of 
Queen City. Tex., who grew up 
in Mooringsport. La., and worked 
in fishing camps in that area. 


Robert 0. Fuller, 25. whose fa­ 
ther moved to Miami, Fla., after 
confiscation of his property in 
Cuba. 
Another American who landed 
with them. Anthony Zarba, 27, of 
Somerville, Mass., was executed 
with seven Cuban insurgents at 
the same filing range in San Juan 
Valley last Thursday. 
A fourth American, Leslie Brad­ 
ley, 
formerly 
of 
Minneapolis, 
learns his fate today when a mili­ 
tary tribunal hands down its ver­ 
dict after a two-day trial. Bradley 
and 12 others were charged with 
plotting a fake invasion of Nica­ 
ragua from Cuba to embarrass 
Castro. The Cuban Prime Minis­ 
ter said the plot was with U. S 
State 
Department 
cooperation. 
Bradley faces a 16 years prison 
term if convicted. The others on 
trial with him are a Dominican, 
a Nicaraguan and IO Cuhs. 
PREDICT MORE INVASIONS 
A prediction of more invasions 
against the Castro regime came 
from Fuller’s grieving father, Wil­ 
liam. in Miami, Fla.

Some may 
fail, but sooner or later the Castro 
regime may fall.” 
The younger Fuller, who served 
with the U.S. Marine in Korea, 
testified at his trial in Santiago 
that peasants had aided the in­ 
vaders.
